TO PROBE LEAKAGE OF SCHOOL REVENUES 


Indianapolis, Dec. 29.—A hint of the 


real and most important work to be ac- 
complished by the State Teachers' as- 
sociation during the session of the gen- 
eral assembly was given today when 
the committee on resolutions present- 
ed one for the appointment of five 
additional members on the legislative 
committee. 


It Is understood that the added mem- 


tiers will concentrate their efforts on a 
measure for direct taxation of public 
service corporations for the benefit of 
the school fund. 


A paragraph ot this resolution reads: 
"Resolved, That the above named 


committee also make an investigation 
of the present leakage In school reve- 
nues and report to this association at 
Its meeting next year." 


Plan of the Association. 


The broad plan of the association 


Is to get If possible the public service 
tax law on, the order of that in Michi- 
gan, for school purposes, but not to 
attempt to obtain the passage of the 
laws to remedy the several leakages in 
the courts, until the session of 1909. 
The committee to Investigate wilV com- 
pile convincing data of the enormous 
extent to which fines that should have 
gone Into school funds hare not beten 
collected in Indiana. 


The committee recommended a law 


to provide for pensions for teachers in 
the larger cities, or in nil cities where 
it IB the desire of the school board to 
have teachers pensioned.

are the defendants in the replevin 
suit and claim they bought the rig 
from Akers in good faith and are en- 
titled to possession. 


Mrs. Akers stated that she had 


been married seven times and while 
the court would not. permit a full 
history of her marital troubles be- 
cause it did not effect the Issues In 
the cause she made the interesting 
statement that she was compelled to 
get rid of her husbands all because 
they did not suit her. 


On August 27 she filed a divorce 


proceeding against the last one, and 
the matter is now pending and the 
husband Is making a fight. 
He does 


not want'the wife but there are a 
few rocking chairs and other arti- 
cles of furniture that, he is anxious 
to.recover, and J. M. Robinson has a 
copy of an affidavit in his office in 
which Aker swears that he was or- 
dered from home and left peaceably 
and simply seeks

Trains Collide as Result of 


a Blinding Snow

Dundee, Scotland, Dec. 29.—The vi- 


cinity ot the railroad wreck of last 
night, caused by the collision between 
two trains near Arbroath, presented a 
scene of' havoc and desolation this 
morning. 
The blizzard continued to 


drive in from the North sea, partially 
concealing 
the twisted 
masses of 


debris in a mantle of white. One of 
the overturned locomotives and parts 
ot the wreckage 
of 
the telescoped 


coaches protruded 
from 
the snow- 


drifts, but the tracks were cleared 
sufficiently during the day to permit 
of traffic being resumed. 


The fireman lay in the snow, pin- 


ned down under parts of the engine 
cab, for eight hours.

When informed of the action taken by 
the grand jury Mr. Falrchild said: 


"I have just received a cable mes- 


sage from my lawyers in the United 
States giving me a summarized report 
of the proceedings. 
I shall answer

profit 


from the transactions on which the 
indictments are based, which Were en- 
tirely for the benefit of the policyhold- 
ers of the.,New York Life Insurance 
company. The matters referred to are 
probably in connection with the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern and the St. 
Paul railroad securities, of which the 
insurance 
company 
held 
Ijtrge 


amounts. Under its by-laws the com- 
pany, It. was believed, must remove 
the stocks from its assets and it could 
not sell such large amounts of inac- 
tive stocks without serious loss and 
apparently requested the trust com- 
pany, of which I am president, to take 
these stocks and hold them until an 
advantageous sale 
could 
be made. 


The books of the trust company show 
that these stocks were taken. Sub- 
sequently for some reason the hold- 
ings were changed Into tho form of 
loans to individuals and later, I am 
told, the stocks were sold with a profit 
of several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to the pollcyholders of the In- 
surance company, with no profit or ad- 
vantage to any 'other company or Indi- 
vidual.

BLOODY SCENES IN 


BIG RUSSIAN CITY 


Terrorist Crimes Disturb Lodz and 


a Program of Murder is Being 


Fully Carried On. 


SOCIALISTS SLAI NATIONALIST 


Lodz. Dec. 29.—3:30 p. m.—The sit- 


uation here is rapidly becoming acute. 
Sanguinary encounters were frequent 
during the day. Up to this hour six 
persons have been killed and twelve 
wounded. 


The authorities, at first supine, are 


now more active and are preparing 
to meet all emergencies. It is gener- 
ally anticipated that the workmen will 
eventually secure the upper hand over 
the socialists, drive out the agitators 
and resume work within a few days. 


The principal Polish banks say they 


do not fear any financial difficulties 
among the firms which have 
been 


forced to close down their works. 


Will Close Factories. 


The proprietors 
of 
seven of the 


largest factories here, employing 100,- 
000 persons, today announced their in- 
tention of closing their establishments 
this evening in consequence of the 
system of terrorism inaugurated by 
the 
extreme 
socialists. 
The 
an- 


nouncement caused great excitement 
among the inhabitants generally 
of 


this city as well as among the better 
classes of the factory employes, who 
fear that when this great army ot un- 
employed persons begin to feel the 
want of bread, rioting will occur. The 
factory employes as a rule are without 
any means to support, themselves and 
their families during the hard winter 


prevailing. One of the principal mill 
owners informed a correspondent of 
the Associated 
Press that the em- 


ployers were compelled to close down 
because the militant socialists control 
the entire city and are murdering all 
those who do not 
accept their de- 


mands, which makes the continuanct 
of business impossible. 


Score of Worklngmen Murdered. 
The socialists here yesterday mur- 


dered no less than a score of nation* 
alist workmen In this city and vlcin« 
ity and they threaten 
to 
organize 


street riots and compel citizens at th« 
point of revolvers to feed and lodgs 
the unemployed. 


The manager o£ the Schebler's cob 


ton mills and the foreman and engi« 
neer of another factory were murdered 
during the night by socialists and tha 
engineers of those and other estab- 
lishments, fearing assassination, re- 
fused this morning to return to their 
work. Consequently four of the larg- 
est cotton mills shut down early today 
and others will close this evening. 
The mills collectively employ about 
25.000 men. but double that number 
are indirectly affected. 


Several street encounters occurred 


during the morning. 
The engineers 


and skilled artisans are leaving Lodz. 


Many of the wealthiest inhabitants 


of Lodz have left in anticipation of 
disorder. 


IS NOT A CANDIDATE SAYS TAFT, BUT--

Taft made the following statement, to- 
day concerning his presidential aspira- 
tions: 


"For the purpose of relieving the 


burden imposed by recent publications 
on some ot my friends among the 
Washington newspaper correspondents 
of putting further Inquiries to me, I 
wish to say that my ambition is not 
political: that 1 ani not seeking the 


presidential nomination: that I do not 
expect to be the republican candidate, 
if for no other reason because of what 
seems to be objections to my availa- 
bility, which do not appear to lessen 
with the continued discharge ot my 
own official duty; but that I am not 
foolish enough to say that in the im- 
probable event, that the opportunity to 
run for the great office of 
president 


were to come to me, I should decline 
It, for this would not be true."

Wiley, chief ot the bureau of chem- 
istry, and George F. Mc.Cabe, the law 
officer of the agricultural department, 
had been productive of good resells. 
They examined the operations of the 
two distilleries, one blending establish- 
ment and a gin still, with a view to 
ascertaining precisely how the liquors 
are made. They got information they 
had'not been able to obtain by con- 
ferences with distillers. 


At the gin still, which they visited, 


only six barrels of the liquor is manu- 
factured each day. It is pronounced 
pure by Dr. Wiley, but, not a gallon of 
it. is sold in the market, it is sold ex- 
clusively to blenders, who mix the 
pure gin with neutral spirits and some 
flavoring material and that product is 
put on the market as gin^ As another

THE FOOD LAW AND WHISKY. 


The new national pure food law, 


passed at the last session of congress, 
goes into effect on January 1- If the 
provisions of the new measure, apply- 
ing to the manufacture and sale of 
distilled liquors, are enforced accord- 
ing to the literal interpretation of tha 
National Pure Food Commission, there 
will be a revolution In the wholesale 
and retail liquor business of tho coun- 
try. Thousands of brands of distilled 
product, which heretofore have been 
labeled and sold as whisky, will be 
designated as such 
no longer, the 


commission having decided that blend- 
ed spirits do not constitute 
whisky 


and must be designated by some other 
name than whisky. 
Millions of dol- 


lars are involved and bitter litigation 
seems certain if the commission does 
not change its doclslon. 


Under the ruling of the Pure Food 


Commission a very small part of tho 
splritous liquor now sold as whisky is 
really whisky. The quantity of blond- 
cd liquor consumed Is many times 
large as that of the unblended product. 
Blending Interests of the country arc 
greater than the distillers and a de- 
termined light Is being made to secure 
a more liberal Interpretation of the 


law to permit tho sale of the blended 
product as "blended whisky." 


Manufacturers and distributers of 


biended whiskies are receiving consid- 
erable assistance from the distillers, 
many of whom declare it will be un- 
fair if the commission forces the use 
of some other name for the blended 
products. They agree with the bleml- 
ing interests that they should be pe.- 
mitted to label their goods as "blended 
v,-hi=ky." Heretofore it has not been 
necessary to use the word "blended." 


Provisions of the pure food law, a-; 


interpreted by the commission, mean 
that after next Tuesday all blended 
whiskies on the market will cease to 
be "whisky" and manufacturers and 
wholesalers, who are engaged in blend- 
ng, will be required 
to 
distribac-2 


.heir product under some other name 
or quit selling it. The law is inter- 
preted to mean that blended spirits 
cannot be called whisky.

"Fifty years ago there were not to 


exceed fifty millionaires in the United 
States, and their combined fortunes, 
Including the half millionaires, did not 
exceed $100.000,000, or one per cent of 
the total wealth of that period. Six 
teen years ago tho combined wealth of 
this class had reached $36,600,000,000, 
or fifty-six per cent of our national 
wealth. Today, this same class, which 
Includes a bare one per cent of our 
population, owns ninety-nine per cent 
of the nation's entire wealth. 


"As a result of this wealth conccn 


tratlon, industrial society Is practically 
divided into the two classes of the 
enormously 
rich and the miserably 


poor. Our 18,000,000 wage earners re- 
ceive an average of only $400 a j'ear. 
nine-tenths of our business men are 
notoriously failures, our clergy receive 
an annual salary of about $800, tho 
average salary of the educators of the 
land Is even lower and the Income of 
tho professional man 
In 
proportion, 


while of our 0,000,000 farmers one 
third are tennants and tho homes ol 
one-third of the remaining two-thirds 
are mortgaged. 


"These conditions are not 
normal 


nor the result of national laws or cans 


j atlon, but the result of a monopoly o 


land and mineral resources, of money 
of transportation and other public util 
Hies, as also of Industry."

Those who wish to go further should 
reflect first that man ts neither car- 
nivorous nor herbivorous. 
For long 


scientists have obscured tho view by 
useless arguments as to whether or 
not a man was meant to live like a 
cow. 


There are other species than tho 


flesh and grass eating animals: all stu- 
dents of comparative anatomy know 
that the teeth of human beings arc 
Identical with those of the frugH-orous 
apes who live on fruits and nuts, (Not 
only so, but the proportion of bowel 
length to body length In man corres- 
ponds exactly with that In the same 
epecles In marked contrast to what ob- 
tains In all carnivorous animals, whero 
the bowel Is proportionately short. 


A study of anatomy therefore sug- 


gests a fruit diet as the most, suitable; 
further confirmation is afforded by tho 
obvious predilection of nearly all chil- 
dren for such food. The best fruits for 
food are apples, bananas, grapes, nuts, 
dates, raisins and figs. 


Nuts arc especially valuable, owing 


to the large amount of fat they con- 
tain; the old-fashioned Idea that they 
are indigestible 
Is 
due 
partly 
to 


tha error In taking 
them 
at 
the 


end of an already 
more than 
am- 


ple meat meal, and partly to 
insuf- 


ficient mastication. Chestnuts are the 
easiest to digest and make an ex- 
cellent food. Many other fruits may 
oe taken. • always remembering that 
stone fruits, sometimes disagree, and 
that acid fruits should be taken In 
moderation. 
Strawberries contain a 


considerable amount 
of purlns and 


should be avoided by all with a gouty 
or rheumatic tendency. 
Among fruits 


•we Include those of the cereals, such 
as wheat and rice. Hhito bread Is 
free from purin, but. brown contains a 
varying amount derived from the husk 
The most, wholesome form of bread Is 
unleavened.—The Lancet. 


LAWS OF TRADING STAMPS. 


How to Care for Shoes in Winter 


It's the care shoes have In the win- 


ter that not only keeps them in good 
condition, but prolongs their 
useful- 


ness, for as all leathers, particularly 
patent and calf, are affected by sudden 
extremes of heat and cold, they need 
special attention at this season of the 
vear. And a few don'ts on the subject 
;iven by an experienced shoe dealer 
may be of help to the woman who de- 
sires to possess neat looking boots and 
who is compelled to care for them at 
home. He says: 


"Don't put on patent leather shoes 


without first warming them. 


"Don't wear any kind of cold leather 


without rubbing or warming it. 


'Don't neglect to put shoe trees in 


boots, when not in use. 


"Don't oi! leathers unless they be- 


come stiff. 


'Don't make the m'stake of.putting 


a calf skin polish on box, velour, or 
Russia leather, and vice versa. 


"Don't let light colored suedes be- 


come too soiled before cleaning. 


Don't fear to use warm water and 


soap to cleanse leathers. 


"Patent boots cannot be too care- 


fully treated during cold weather if 
they are to be kept from cracking. 
They should always be placed in a 
:omparative1y warm room, though not 
so near hent that they will dry out. for 
this kind of leather warps quickly. 


Treatment for Patent Leather. 
'Don't forget, in addition to warm- 


ing a pair of patents before wearing. 
that they should bo gently kneaded 
with the finger tips to make sure the 
cather is soft and pliable and 
will j 


not crack when put on t'ue feet. Care > 
should be taken to have the 
fe<?( 


warm. too. for many cuch leathers 
that are well boated 
before 
being 


placed on the feet rrnck afterwards 
because the'llesh is cold. 


"An oiled rag rubbed over 
this 


Ipathrr may also help prevent bend- 
ing and cracking. Vaselino or neats- 
foot oil is good for this leather. 


Leather Must be Wanned 


Before Worn—Cleaned 


After Using—Keep 


on Trees. 


"Polish patent leather boots when 


on the feet and. use only a good qual- 
ity of paste or friction polish. Put on 
a thin layer of the blackening that 
may be quickly rubbed to a lustre with 
a textile brush and a soft canton flan- 
nel rag. 


"After use rub off the dust with a 


llannel or soft cotton cloth and put in 
shoe trees, unless the lining is damp. 
In which case let them dry out before 
fitting on the trees. Naturally these 
shiny leathers are easy to keep bright, 
but if they do not polish readily after 
putting on the paste it is probably be- 
cause too much blackening has been 
put on and should be washed off with 
Hike warm water and castile or a pure I 
toilet soapsuds. Do r.oi let the water 
stay on the leather, but wipe il off 
quickly with a dry flannel as soon as it 
has worked into the leather enough to 
wash off the pastn. 


How to Apply Wax Polishes. 


"Wax polishes specially prepared 


for calfskin shoos should be put on 
with a brush and thrn rubbed briskly 
with a hair or felt brush, and, to get a 
finished lustrp. with 
a 
soft 
cotton j 


cloth. BP s:ire to brush out the dust 
before putting calf shoes away, for 
they nre usually so oily that gritty 
dirt works into the pores of the 
leather and in time cracks it. When 
buying polishes as!; for one to be used 
on calfskin, for tho?" prepared for j 
velour. box or Russia leathers will 
crack th" onlf just as the blackening 
made specially for calfskin will split j 
any of these throe leathers if constant- 
ly USPrl. 


"The dull or gun metal finished 


leathers should not be shlned: Instead 
a paste made of glycerine, lampblack 
and turpentine must be worked into 
the leather so it will retain the oily 
appearance so much admired now. 


"Though 
ordinary 
tops of shoes 


need practically no care, those with 
suede in light colors or uppers of 
cloth must be given as much atten- 
tion as the vamps, this season, or the 
boots will not look neat. If shoes with 
suede tops in pink, blue, gray, red or 
brown are worn frequently twice a 
week is none too often to clean them 
with naphtha or gasoline to get out 
gritty dust and stains. 


"Cloth tops should be well whisked 


each lime after wearing, and an oc- 
casional cleansing with naphtha or 
gasoline will keep them clean. 


"Evening slippers, in pastel shades 


of kid or in silk or satin, may be 
readily cleaned with an erasure known 
as art gum that is used by illustrators. 
Of course, either naphtha or gasoline 
will clean those soiled slippers. 


"Those made of bronze leather, gilt 


or 
gold 
cloth 
must 
be 
carefully 


handled 
to prevent, tarnishing and 


should be painted with a liquid bronze 
or gold as soon as they begin to look 
dull. When touched with this bright- 
oner it is best to have the slippers fit- 
ted over trees; then the cloth or kid 
will not only keep free from wrinkles 
but the correct shape will be retained. 


"Thcush comparatively few women 


•wear tan shoes except, for golf or out- 
door sports (hiring the winter months, 
those who possess them like to keep 
these outing boots looking neat, and 
the best way this cm be done is by 
washing them with lukewarm water 
and a pure toilet, soap, drying quickly 
wilh a soft fiannel nig. and then apply- 
ing the peel of a banana. When this 
has dried into the leather a vigorous 
rubbing with a textile brush and soft 
cotton cloth will bring a lustre to the 
leather."

Some States Regulate Their Issue or 


Prohibit Them Altogether. 


One quarter of the states of the 


country adopted last year some new 
legislation or amended some former 
legislation In 
reference 
to 
trading 


stamps. But the states have approach 
eti the trading stamp problem by dif- 
ferent methods. 


New York regulates 
the Issuance 


and redemption of trading stamps by 
providing that the value of tho stamp 
In lawful money shall be printed on 
the face of each and that they shall 
be 
redeemable 
in 
merchandise or 


money on demand. 
Maryland prohib- 


its the 
sale or Issiuinco 
of trading 


stamps except for a stated value in 
money, such value lo bo printed on 
he face of each. 
Louisiana author- 


zcs the use of trading stamps under 
ho license giving to trading stamp 
companies, the vnluo of such licenses 
ranging from $5,000 to ? 10,000 a year, 
according to the gross receipts. Mas- 
iachusetts imposes a tax of 3 per cent, 
on the gross receipts of articles sold 
for which trading stamps are given. 


California prohibits 
tho giving of 


trading stamps or coupons entirely. 


Colorado makes it a misdemeanor eith- 
er to give or accept, a trading stamp if 
'representing an uncertain bonus for 
tho purchase of goods." Washington 
prohibits trading stamps entirely. Ne- 
braska follows the New York law and 
fixes a graded penalty for its viola- 
tion of from $100 to $1,000 for each 
offense. 


New Hampshire prohibits tho es- 


tablishment 
of trading stamp com- 


panies. New Jersey follows the Now 
York law and provides a penalty for 
the distributor of trading stamps who 
violate it. 
Connecticut requires the 


person giving trading stamps to re- 
deem them. 
They can not. bo made 


redeemable by a third party.—New- 
York Sun. 


ODD THINGS IN ANIMALS. 


Eye of the-Owl and Mouth of the Frog 


Have Their Limitations. 


Unlike most animals, horses have 


no eyebrows and hares are minus eye 
lids. Consequently the eyas of the lat- 
ter can not be shut and a thin mem- 
braneous substance covers them when 
asleep. The eye of the owl is also pe- 
culiar, seeing that it is immovably 
fixed in its socket and can not stir 
In any direction. To compensate for 
this seeming disadvantage It can tur;\ 
its head almost 
completely 
around 


without moving its body. 


If you were to keep a frog's mouth 


open many minutes it would soon die 
as, owing to its peculiar construction, 
it can breathe only with the month 
closed. On the other hand, fishes are 
compelled to keep opening and closing 
their mouths in order to give their res- 
piration organs full play. 


A curious fact about the eel Is that 


It has less life In Its head than in its 
tall, consequently, when killing nn ee 
the fisherman smashes its tall; it. also 
has two hearts. Snakes usually havo 
their teeth In the head, but. one vnrletj 
In Africa, whoso principal food is eggs

Bed Austin Goes Forth Free 


at South Bend and Talk 


Is Thereby Started. 


South Bend. Ind.. Dec. 28.—Thomas 


Edward 'Clark, alias 
"Red 
Austin," 


whose career has been one of the most 
remarkabl'3 in the criminal annals of 
Indiana, is a free man. after serving a 
short term in the Michigan City pen- 
itentiary and over a year in the coun- 
ty jail, awaiting trial under five indict- 
ments -forrtnfflleo-'steering, grarfd.lar- 
ceny and conspiracy to commit -Both 
crimes. 


Announcement to this effect, made 


Thursday In tho circuit court, proves 
to be the biggest local sensation of 
the year, 'although no direct charges 
are made ef graft and bribery. State's 
Attorney George A. Kurtz Thursday 
appeared before Special-Judge Lucius 
Hubbard and moved to have the cases 


against Clark under the live indict- 
ments nolle pressed, and with that 
motion the proceedings came to an 
end. 
Kurtz stated that the state had 


little evidence against Clark, and that 
there would have been much doubt 
whether he could have been convicted 
on the testimony against him it it 
were presented. 
Clark, furthermore, 


has been in prison and in jail for .1 
long time. Recently he was released 
on $7,500 bonds, the amount having 
been reduced from $10,000. and which, 
under the circumstances, can not now 
be collected. On a plea of his attor- 
neys to the effect that he is ill and 
needed medical attention he left the 
city Thursday. 


Swindles a Farmer. 


Clark was arrested in Bourbon. Ind., 


In. 1904, on a charge of swindling Hen- 
ry Crofoot. a farmer, out of $5,000 in 
a three-crard monto game. He re- 
ceiver an indeterminate 
sentence of 


two to fourteen years, although .the 
complaining' witness, Crofoot, .could 
hot be found to appear at the trial. 
Later Clark was released from 
the 


Michigan City..prlson,' whither he had 
been sent to serve'tbjji. term, on a de- 
cision ot the supreme court, 
which 


stated the indictments against Clark 
were not properly . drawn up. 
How- 


ever, the grand jury reindlcted him. 
The prisoner's bond was fixed at $10-,- 
000, but he was unable to procure 


bondsmen in that sum and for over a 
year had been 
in 
the 
jail, during 


which time his 
trial was postponed 


from sitting to sitting for various rea- 
sons, among them the illness of Clark. 
Until last Saturday Clark remained in 
jail. Clark, while in the charge of lo- 
cal officers and at prison was sought 
out by officers from various places for 
other crimes in different parts of the 
country. He was said to have influ- 
ential friends 
who tried by many 


means to obtain his release. At one 
time a 
bribe was 
offered 
Sheriff 


Schafer to allow Clark to escape from 
the jail. The disappearance of Henry 
Crofoot, the principal state's witness 
in the case, was hailed as an indica- 
tion that the prisoner's friends would 
leave nothing undone to -obtain his 
freedom, it being hinted at the time 
that Crofoot was bribed to stay away. 
At another time 
George 
E. Clarke, 


who was the state's attorney and was 
handling the prosecution ot Clark, was 
threatened with death, .by. friends of 
the prisoner If he xlld not desist In his 
efforts to have the alleged swindler 
put behind 
the 
bars. Clark was a 


member of the "bunko trust," which 
had headquarters In St. Paul, Minn., 
and it was his "pals" in the trust who 
were accused of attempting to obtain 
his release.

MUtGEMEIT OF THE

Northwest System Wants 


to Take a Rest. 


St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 29.— On July 1, 


1907. .lames J. Hill, president of the 
Great Northern railway, will retire 
from the active management of riU 
vast properties. 
This announcement 


•svas made yesterday by Mr. Hill him- 
self. 


Mr. Hill's successor will be his eld- 


est son, I.ouis W. Hill, now first vice 
president of the Great Northern, who 
IB personally extremely popular an.-l 
possesses in large degree the excep- 
tions! genius of his father. 
He will 


r.li',1 have rhe advice of "the empire 
builder of ibu northwest." 


From timo to time during the last 


few years there have been rumors 
that .itir. Hill was planning to retire. 
Tlis definite time for the retirement 
•was never announced until yesterday, 
when Mr. Hill named July 1 next as 
the date for getang out of the har- 
ness. 


Work on Sound Basis. 


"I have planned to retire as soon as 


I could safely do so." said Mr. Hill. 
"By July 1 I shall be able to leave the 
work of a lifetime, the business here, 
on a safe and sound basis that will 
endure." 
\ 


For fifty years, or ever 
since 
he 


came to St. Pa-il, Mr. Kill has followed 
steadily his dream of the development 
of a new empire in the northwest, and 
at the age of t>6 he will retire with his 
work accomplished. 


It was in 1856 that Mr. Hill, a youth 


of 18. came to this city from Guelph, 
Can., where he was born, and became 
agent for a packing company operatinj 
on the Mississippi river. 


He afterward was engaged In navi- 


gation on the Red river of the north, 
owning, with the late Commodore Kit- 
son, several steamers that plied on 
that stream. 


These were the beginnings of Hill's 


identification with the transportation 
Interests of the northwest. 


Acquires Bankrupt rtoad. 


He soon branched out and entered 


the railroad business. He opened rail 
communication with Winnipeg and bn- 
gan his life work proper in 1879, when, 
associated "with others, he acquired 
the old St. Paul and Pacific railroad, a 
feeble, bankrupt concern 
that 
was 


$33,000,000 in debt. 


From this beginning James J. Hul 


began with masterly genius the re- 
creation ot the northwest. He was tne 
only man that ever built a transconti- 
nental line without a particle of aid 
from the United States government, 
cither In money or lands. 


Now he controls transportation fa- 


cilities covering almost the whole of 
tho northern United .States and Can- 
ada, steamship lines to Asia and a 
largo number of 
other 
enterprises. 


His personal fortune Is supposed to 
be $100,000,000 or more. He rose from 
Ui3 position of general manager of tho 
old Manitoba road to the presidency 
and in ten years extended tho Great 
Northern to the Pacific coast. 


System of 6,000 Miles. 


The system 
comprises over 6,000 


miles of road, witu over 1,000 miles of 
sidings and yards, steamship lines on 
the great lakes and the Pacific and 
controlling Influence on various con- 
nections. He Is given credit for more 
knowledge of railway affairs and man- 
agement than auy other man in tho 
world.

We are now to have n whole year in 


what is called the Old Testament the 
Scriptures which Jesus so loved and 
which He was always quoting and 
opening up and heartily 
Indorsing. 


We are to spend nine months in the 
books of Moses and the last quarter In 
Joshua to Samuel. We will do well to 
bear in mind that all Scripture con- 
cerns Himself, all was written by the 
Spirit .of God, and all things written 
in the law of Moses, the prophets and 
tae Psalms concerning Him must be 
fulfilled (Luke 
nothing withiii our reach so much to 
be prized as the knowledge of God 
(Jer. ix, 23, 24), and Dr. Andrew Mur- 
ray says concerning the Bible, "The 
central thought of this book is God; its 
one object is to reveal God. and in 
reading it our chief desire should be 
to know God." The book as a whole 
Is tho story of this earth on -which we 
live and the purpose of God concern- 
Ing it. The first two chapters of Gen- 
esis and the last two of Revelation tell 
us of the earth ns it TVUS and as it will 
be again, without any sin or sorrow 
or (Jevii or curse. 
Between Gen. lii 


and Rev. xx it is, as Dr. Weston says, 
the story of the conflict between 
Christ and the devil for maji and his 
inheritance, the earth. 


The opening sentence of our lesson Is 


a dateless statement telling us in a 
few mighty words how heaven and 
earth came into existence. Literally it 
IB "the heavens and the earth." That 
God the Father created all things by 
and for Jesus Christ is seen In John 1, 
1-3; Col. I, 10, 17. That all was dono 
by His word and spoken into existence 
out of nothing is seen in Ps. xxxiii, 0, 
9; Hub. si, 3. Some of the comfort 
that comes to a child of God from 
these facts may bo seen in Isa. si, 
2(KJ]; Jer. xxxii, 17; Acts lv, 24-31. 


That the earth was not created with- 


out form and void we learn from Isa. 
xlv, 18. It is more plain in the Revised 
Version by comparing verse U with that 
passage. The two words translated 
"without, form and void" are found In 
combination only in two other places 
(Isa. xxsiv, 11; Jer. iv, 23). nnd in each 
they refer to the result of a catastro- 
phe. The Inference from this record 
In Genesis is that in the far distant 
past, "the beginning," God made the 
heavens and the eartli good, as He al- 
ways makes all things, but that some- 
thing happened which resulted In tha 
confusion and emptiness of verse 2. 
Tho six days' -work of our lesson is 
therefore not tho record of the crea- 


• tion, but of a restoration, for it Is no- 


where written that lu six days the 
Lord created the heaven and the earth, 
but it is written that "in six days the 
Lord made hca.:«u nnd earth" (Ex. 
sr, 11). See the two words In Gen. 
II, 3. The beautiful part of It is that 
nil was done by the Spirit of God and 
the word of God, no one and no thing 
hindering. Note in verse 2, "The Spirit 
of God moved or brooded;" then notice 
the ten times "And God said." Notice 
also tho other verbs, saw, divided, call- 
ed, made, created, blessed, ended, rest- 


/3fi,'' finished, sanctified, given. In this 


section ending with chapter 11, 3. Note 
the sentences, "God saw that it was 
good," and "It was so," each used sev- 
en times, and also the twice seven 
times' use of too word "let." It is cer- 
tainly n mngnrlcent picture of God 
working unhindered and accomplish- 
ing His good ple.'.sure, the result being 
a perfect earth ylthout sin- or sirffer-' 
Ins or curse of any kind and, as we 
Bfla.il see .to jur next lesson, man in 
the image of God In communion with 
God, having dominion over all things. 
Thus the Bible begins, and thus it 
ends, and If we arc In Him who Is 
both the beginning and the end, the 
first and the last (Rev. i, 9, 11, 17), we 
shall share the kingdom with Him 
when He shall have subdued all things 
unto Himself. I do not know any 
other way to take this record than just 
as It rends, the work of each day in 
Its day, nnd, thus accepting it, adore 
and praise Him who did it all. 


But while it is a record of earth's 


restoration it is also suggestive of the 
blrj;h of a soul and the development of 
life in that soul. The condition of ev- 
ery unsaved person is described by 
the'words "without form and void" or 
"confusion and emptiness." and truly 
In such all is darkness. But God 
speaks, and the Spirit works,,the light 
shines in,' and there is the work of re- 
generation. The Spirit uses this illus- 
tration when He says, "God, who com- 
-manded the light to shine out of dark- 
ness, hath shlned in our hearts to give 
the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of^Jesus Christ" (II 
Cor. lv, 0). Then, being redeemed, 
there is a -division between light and 
darkness, and we become children of 
thfe day (I The'ss. v, 5). We then begin 
to learn the difference between waters 
above nnd waters beneath, as In John 
Iv, 18, 14. Next we come to the third 
day, or resurrection experience of fruit- 
fulness, suggested by. the dry land com- 
ing up out of the sea and soon covered 
with grass, herbs and trees. So each 
day has its analogy in the Christian's 
experience, and those who have anoint- 
ed eyes will see, but all is accomplish- 
ed by the Spirit and the word. Note 
tho "abundantly" nnd the blessing and 
the frultfulness of the fifth day and 
remember John x, 10; xv. 8; II Pet 1 
11, 'ttiid so let God work that He may 
get abundance of glory through us,

"many times. It Is the one portion of 
the Bible I love to read over and over 
again. When I open the book of Mat- 
thew and start with the words, 'Now

Judea in the days of Herod the king,' 
the divine story has such a fascination 
that I never stop until I have read the 
whole chapter through."

Do you, oh, business man, show nny 
more kindness to your employes and 
the poor than 
that 
tavern 
keeper 


showed to Joseph? Are you a Shylock 
In the business world, demanding your 
last pound of flesh no matter whose 
heart you are cutting into? Are you 
a'ghoul of the night, crawling over 
the battlefields rifling the pockets of 
the slain with no compunction about 
where the money comes from? 
Have 


you no more mercy upon thoso who 
are financially in your power than had 
the Marley or tho Scrooge of the nov- 
elist? Oh. that today, the mercenary 
selfishness of our past life might for- 
ever pass away! 
Oh, that today the 


Christmas chimes could ring out a 
cheerful call to all the poor, all the 
suffering, all the sick, all the troubled, 
to come to our doors and find shelter

We do not want 
such a woman to live in our house, 
even for a night." Now. hear the aw- 
ful news: 
No one would take Mary 


into their homes, because they thought 
she was a bad woman. 
Therefore, 


Jesus had to be born in n barn. Not 
only the door ot the 
Bethlehem inn 


shut against Christ, but the doors of 
all the homes of Nazareth. They also 
were shut against poor Mary in her 
time of need. 
Can you not read be- 


tween the lines, as I speak the words? 
"There was no room for them in the 
Inn." 


We are sorry: we think the people 


were hard, and yet, alas, alas! how 
often today Jesus is refused entrance 
Into the homes of our modern Nuza- 
retbs.

HOW AN AGED INFIDEL WAS WON

Adam Swopo. of Trenton, N. J., a 


life-long rallor against creeds, church- 
es and Christianity, and who was re- 
cently converted, wns born near Car- 
vcrsvlllo. Pa., August 15, 1S12. 
He 


was of German descent. He attended 
the public schools of Bucks County, 
Pa., where he was nn apt pupil, nnd 
received a good common school edu- 
cation. 


Having an industrial turn of mind 


he learned the mason trade, at which 
he worked until old a0o compelled him 
to desist. He had eleven children, six- 
boys and five girls, three of whom nre 
living. 
Hla wife. Mrs. Sarah Swopo, 


was a devout and consistent member 
of the Presbyterian church. Her hus- 
band was so bitter against churches 
and Christianity that lie forbade her 
going to church, and did ail that he 
could, short of positive violence, to 
accomplish this end. 


He failed completely in his purpose, 


however. Quietly but firmly she kept 
up her church attendance. Mr. Swope, 
in his family, 
constantly expressed 


his infidel views, accompanied by a 
great deal of profanity. Mrs. Swope, 
on the other hand, was unswerving In 
her loyalty to Christ and in her efforts 
to bring up her children in ths Chris- 
tian faith. 


Mr. Swope was so bitter in his an- 


tagonism of religion, that, he oven op- 
posed his children going to Sunday 
school, and his wife had to take the 
children to her own room and teach 
them how to pray. 
She, in a gentle 


way, crossed his wishes, and sent the 
children to Sunday school. 
Not one 


of the children followed in tha father's 
unbelieving footsteps, and all, except 
one, are now In Christian churches. 


In his later life Mr. Swope made his 


iome with his daughter, Mrs. Peter G. 
Arnold, in the city of Trenton, N. J. 
lie carried into his daughter's home 
his unrelenting hatred of everything 
religious. 
When Mrs. Arnold talked 


of going to church, her father would 
go off somewhere in the house and 
pour out a stream of profanity. 


Mr. and Mrs. Arnold, about 
five 


weeks ago, were converted. 
There 


was such a radical change in thoir 
Ives and in their home that the old- 
'ather became interested, and, for the 


first timo In his life, began to think 
seriously. 
Mr. nnd Mrs. Arnold wore 


good, moral people, even before thoy 
professed Christ- 
Tho son-in-law one 


morning heard the old man say, "O, 
my God!" and saw him throw up his 
hands, as if in fcnr. 


The children then 
hurriedly 
gath- 


ered around him, nnd began talking 
to him about Christ, 
nnd earnestly 


prayed for him. 
The almost cente- 


narian said: 
"I realize all that you 


say Is true, and I am going to make 
n change in my life." 


The pastor of 
the 
family, Rev. 


Charles H. Elder, pastor of tho Trin- 
ity Methodist Episcopal church, was 
sent for. nnd he hastened to the home 
and held up Christ to tho aged peni- 
tent as hin Saviour. The old unbe- 
liever, now in his ninety-fifth year. 


of Mrs. Swope and the kindly words 
and prayers of Mr. and Mrs. Peter G. 
Arnold, were used of God to bring an 
unbelieving and bitter foe of Chris- 
tianity savingly to Jesus Christ. 


Shortly after his 
conversion, 
on 


Wednesday, November 28, Mr. Swopo 
was taken suddenly sick. Rev. Mr. 
Elder was in the house several times 
during the morning. It was glorious 
to hear the aged man say again and 
again, "O, dear Lord!" He was ques- 
tioned about his faith In Christ. It 
was clear and victorious. He died on 
Thanksgiving Day.
